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ADMISSION  AND  REGISTRATION 


ADMISSION 

All  correspondence  pertaining  to  the  ad- 
mission of  an  undergraduate  to  the  University 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director  of  Admis- 
sions, Wilson  Hall,  Ohio  University,  Athens, 
Ohio  45701,  unless  the  student  has  been  pre- 
viously enrolled.  A  previously  enrolled  student 
should  request  a  re-enrollment  form  from  the 
Office  of  Admissions,  prior  to  June  16.  Pro- 
spective graduate  students  should  contact  the 
Graduate  College,  Haning  Hall,  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, Athens,  Ohio  45701. 

REGISTRATION 

Students,  excepting  those  currently  enrolled 
on  the  Athens  campus,  must  apply  for  regis- 
tration well  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  the 
summer  quarter.  The  first  term  opens  on  June 
16  and  the  second  term  opens  on  July  21. 

PRE-REGISTRATION    FOR 
STUDENTS    PRESENTLY    ENROLLED 

Students  enrolled  on  the  main  or  regional 
campuses,  who  desire  to  attend  summer  session 
in  Athens  must  notify  the  Office  of  Registration 
of  their  intent  by  April  23.  Registration  materi- 
als may  be  picked  up  in  the  deans'  offices  any 
time  after  May  5,  completed,  and  returned  to 
the  Office  of  Registration  by  5  p.m.  on  Friday, 
May  9. 


CHANGE  ORDERS 

Once  a  student  has  officially  registered,  a 
change  order  must  be  used  to  remove  or  add  a 
course.  The  change  order  form  is  obtained  in 
the  office  of  the  dean  of  his  college  and  must 
be  submitted  within  24  hours,  after  proper  ap- 
proval by  the  dean,  to  the  Office  of  Registra- 
tion, Ewing  Hall.  Failure  to  clear  promptly 
invalidates  the  change  order  and  results  in  a 
grade  of  F  for  the  course. 

CREDIT 

All  credit  is  designated  in  quarter  hours. 
The  credit  hours  applicable  to  any  given  course 
taken  in  the  summer  are  the  same  as  for  the 
other  quarters.  The  summer  courses  may  be 
taken  for  the  full  10-week  quarter,  or  for  either 
of  the  five-week  terms.  By  attending  both  five- 
week  terms,  a  student  may  earn  up  to  18  hours 
of  credit. 

AUDITING  PRIVILEGE 

At  the  time  he  is  advised,  a  student  may 
receive  permission  to  audit  courses.  The  courses 
must  be  marked  "Audit"  on  the  schedule  and 
registration  forms.  The  fee  for  auditing  is  the 
same  as  for  credit. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

Graduate  students  expecting  to  receive  de- 
grees on  August  23,  1969,  must  submit  applica- 
tions by  June  23.  For  further  details  on  gradu- 
ation requirements,  see  the  Ohio  University 
Bulletins. 


REGISTRATION  OF  NEW  UNIVERSITY 
COLLEGE  STUDENTS 

Students  entering  the  first  term  should 
report  for  tests  on  Monday,  June  16,  at  8  a.m. 
in  Bentley  Hall.  Registration  materials  should 
be  obtained  at  the  University  College  office. 

Students  entering  the  second  term  should 
report  for  tests  on  Monday,  July  21,  at  8  a.m. 
in  the  University  College  office,  Wilson  Hall. 
Registration  materials,  too,  should  be  picked 
up  in  the  University  College  office. 

IN-PERSON  REGISTRATION 

Students  formerly  enrolled  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity should  apply  for  re-enrollment  at  least 
four  weeks  in  advance  of  registration  day.  New 
students  should  report  as  directed  by  letter  from 
the  Office  of  Admissions.  Registration  for  the 
entire  quarter  is  scheduled  for  Grover  Center, 
Monday,  June  16,  from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.,  and 
for  the  second  term  only  on  Monday,  July  21, 
from  1  p.m.  to  4  p.m. 


PREPARATION  OF  SCHEDULES 

TRIAL  SCHEDULE 

Students  should  study  the  proposed  cur- 
ricula in  the  Ohio  University  Bulletin:  1968-69 
Undergraduate  Catalog,  Curricula  and  Courses, 
as  well  as  The  University  College  Bulletin,  to 
be  certain  that  all  requirements  for  graduation 
are  being  met  and  that  all  prerequisites  have 
been  met  for  the  courses  selected.  The  respon- 
sibility for  seeing  that  all  graduation  require- 
ments have  been  met  rests  with  the  student. 

OFFICIAL  SCHEDULE 

When  a  student's  program  is  approved  as 
prepared  on  the  trial  schedule  blank,  he  should 
fill  in  the  registration  form  so  that  it  duplicates 
the  trial  form.  Registration  should  be  com- 
pleted according  to  directions  in  the  schedules 
and  bulletins.  Students  under  Public  Laws  894, 
634,  87-815  or  88-361  report  to  the  Veterans 
Administration  coordinator  in  Ewing  Hall  as 
part  of  the   registration  procedure.

GR.ADUATION    FEE 

The  graduation  application  fee  is  $15.00 
for  a  baccalaureate  degree,  $20.00  for  a  masters 
degree,  and  $50.00  for  a  doctorate.  There  is  a 
S7.50  application  fee  for  the  Associate  in  Arts 
degree. 

INCIDENTAL    FEE    FOR    GRADUATE 
ASSISTANTS 

An  incidental  fee  of  $40.00  for  the  10- 
week  summer  quarter,  or  $20.00  for  a  single 
term,  is  assessed  all  students  enrolled  in  the 
Graduate  College. 


REFUND    OF    FEES 

Withdrawal  from  a  course  by  change  order 
within  the  approved  period  specified  in  the 
calendar  entitles  a  student  to  an  80  percent 
refund  if  it  results  in  a  fee  change  (see  ex- 
ceptions below) . 

Voluntary  and  official  withdrawal  from 
the  University  during  either  term  entitles  a 
student  to  a  refund  of  80  percent  of  the 
comprehensive  fee  during  the  period  specified 
in  the  calendar  (see  exceptions  below). 
Exceptions : 

A.  Withdrawal  from  courses  running  the 
full  10  weeks  must  be  accomplished  by  the 
date  specified  on  the  calendar  for  first  term 
withdrawals. 

B.  Withdrawal  from  second  term  courses 
processed  before  the  beginning  of  the  second 
term  entitles  a  student  to  a  full  refund  of  only 
that  portion  of  the  comprehensive  fee  not 
chargeable    to    the    first    term. 

There  is  no  refund  after  the  dates  specified. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


RESIDENCE    FACILITIES 

Ohio  University  residence  facilities  meet 
the  varying  needs  of  students.  Housing  is 
available  for  students  under  21,  graduate  stu- 
dents or  students  over  21,  as  well  as  married 
students,  in  either  University-owned  housing  or 
privately  owned  facilities. 

An  application  form  for  University  housing 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Director 
of  Housing,  Haning  Hall.  This  form  must  be 
completed  as  directed  and  returned  with  the 
appropriate  advance  payment  to  the  Director 
of  Housing,  Haning  Hall,  Ohio  University, 
Athens,  Ohio  45701.  Checks  or  money  orders 
should  be  made  payable  to  Ohio  University. 
An  application  is  accepted  only  if  accompanied 
by  the  required  advance  payment.  Assignments 
are  made  in  order  of  the  date  of  receipt  of 
application  with  accompanying  room  deposit. 

MOTOR    VEHICLE    PARKING 

University  policy  and  regulations  require 
that  all  motor  vehicles  operated  by  students  in 
Athens,  including  student-owned  automobiles, 
automobiles  belonging  to  parents  or  relatives, 
motorcycles  and  scooters,  must  be  registered 
with  the  University.  This  registration  includes 
permanent  town  residents,  married  students, 
commuters  and  graduate  students.  The  regis- 
tration   will    be    completed    during   registration 


week  and  will  register  the  vehicle  for  the  entire 
academic  year. 

Upon  registration  each  student  will  be 
given  a  windshield  decal  which  must  be  at- 
tached to  the  lower  right-hand  comer  of  the 
windshield  in  accordance  with  state  law. 

If  a  car  is  brought  to  the  campus  after 
registration  week,  it  must  be  registered  within 
24  hours  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Security. 

Failure    to    register    a    motor   vehicle    will 


result  in  a  fine,  and  the  student  may  be  pro- 
hibited from  bringing  any  motor  vehicle  to 
the  campus. 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  are  not  per- 
mitted by  the  University  to  bring  automobiles 
to  the  campus. 

Two-wheeled  motor  \-ehicles  are  not  per- 
mitted  on   Uni\-ersity  property. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  park  on  most 
University  property.  Regulations  concerning 
parking  are  listed  in  the  brochure  distributed 
by  the  Security  Office  at  the  time  of  vehicle 
registration.

SUMMER    ACTIVITIES 

Ohio  University  has  prepared  a  variety 
of  activities  to  round  out  its  Summer  Session 
'69.  To  take  advantage  of  the  surrounding 
countryside  and  the  recreational  opportunities 
it  affords,  a  University-operated  mini-bus  ser- 
vice will  run  between  Athens  and  the  swimming 
and  picnicking  facilities  at  Stroud's  Run  (Dow 
Lake)  State  Park.  A  tentative  schedule  has 
been  established  for  1:00,  3:00  and  4:45  p.m., 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday.  Howe\er, 
this  schedule  is  subject  to  change  if  it  turns  out 
that  other  times  or  days  would  be  of  greater 
convenience   to   the   users. 

Concerts  will  be  presented  by  visidng  high 
school  bands  and  there  will  be  programs  by 
folksingers  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  students 
and  the  community.  The  Ohio  Valley  Summer 
Theater's  1969  season  will  include  The  Lion 
in  Winter,  by  James  Goldman:  The  Boyfriend, 
the  book,  music  and  lyrics  of  which  were  done 
by  Sandy  AVilson;  Herb  Gardner's  A  Thousand 
Clowns;  and  Stop  the  World,  I  Want  to  Get 
Off  which  was  programmed  by  Bricusse  and 
Ne\vley.  By  purchasing  season  tickets,  students 
will  receive  a  $2.00  reduction  on  the  cost  of 
admission  to  OVST  productions. 

As  usual,  MIA  (Movies  In  Auditorium) 
will  present  a  series  of  high-qualit\-  movies, 
some  of  which  are  of  \'er\'  recent  vintage  and 
others  \vhich  are  time-tested  favorites.  The  films 
will  be  shown  on  Wednesday  and  Sunday 
evenings,  with  an  admission  price  of  250  for 
students,  workshoppers  and  other  members  of 


the   University  community. 

A  nine-hole  golf  course  and  several  tennis 
courts  provide  for  physical  activities  on  the 
University's  campus,  and  the  Natatorium  and 
city  swimming  pool  are  available  for  recrea- 
tional swimming. 

For  those  who  want  to  enjoy  a  complete 
change  of  scenery  on  the  weekends  or  in  the 
evenings,  there  are  a  number  of  state  parks  and 
recreational  areas  within  an  hour's  drive  of 
Athens.  Typical  of  many  of  these  facilities  is 
Old  Man's  Cave,  a  state  park  which  has  scenic 
hiking  trails,  picnic  areas  with  tables  and  grills, 
and  a  spacious  campground  which  has  been 
described  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  state. 

Among  the  lake  parks  in  the  area.  Burr 
Oak,  20  miles  north  of  Athens,  can  boast  of 
having  all  the  features  which  are  a\'ailable  in 
various  combinations  in  the  others.  The 
picnicking  and  hiking  that  are  found  in  all 
the  parks  are  part  of  Burr  Oak,  as  are  camping, 
swimming,  fishing  and  boating.  In  addition, 
Burr  Oak  and  Lake  Hope  have  comfortable 
lodges  with  overnight  and  restaurant  accommo- 
dations, and  there  are  vacation  cabins  situated 
on  the  -wooded  hillsides  at  both  lakes.

In  a  course  earning  variable  credit  the 
credits  may  be  expressed  thus:  (I  to  4),  in- 
dicating that  one  hour  is  the  minimum  and 
four  hours  the  maximum  amount  of  credit 
allowed   for  the   course. 

The  catalog  number  indicates  the  student 
classification  for  which  the  course  is  designed.
